NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—Edward 
A. Marks, 68 years old, a buyer for 
the Famous-Barr department store 
of St. Louis, fell to his death today 
from the window of his fourteenth 
floor room at Hotel McAlpin, 
Broadway and Thirty-fourth street. 

The body, clad in pajamas, was 
found on the roof of a three-story 
extension of the building by a hotel 
detective, who happened to look out 
the window of a third-floor corri- 
dor. 

Police, after investigation, listed 
the case as “apparently accidental.”’ 

E. M. Bostman, general represent- 
ative for the May Department 
Stores Co., operating the St. Louis 
store, told police he knew Marks 
intimately and said although Marks 
had been ill, he appeared to be in 
the best of spirits last night. Bost- 
man said he thought Marks had 
suffered an attack of dizziness and 
fell after opening the window for 
fresh air.

AFTER FIGHT 
WITH CARNERA 


Natural Death, Coroner’s 
Doctor Says, and Attend- 
ing Physician, Changing 
Opinion, Agrees He Prob- 
ably Is Correct. 


CHARGES AGAINST 
ITALIAN UNLIKELY 


Report Strengthens Theory 
Pugilist Had Been Hurt 
Previously or Still Suf- 
fered From Flu—Crowd 
Called Match ‘Fake.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 14. — Ernie 


Schaaf, 24year-old heavyweight 
boxer who fell under the blows of 
the giant Italian, Primo Carnera, 
at Madison Square Garden Friday 


night while the crowd cried 
“Fake!” died today. 
Dr. Charles W. Norris, chief 


medical examiner of the city, today 
said that the death of Schaaf re- 
sulted from. natural causes and not 
from any injury received in 
Schaaf’s bout with Carnera. 

Dr. Norris, who performed an 
autopsy on the body, said the ex- 
act nature of the substance that 
was pressing on the young boxer’s 
brain was to be determined by 4 
microscopic examination later to- 
day. 

Dr. Norris’ statement put a dif- 
ferent light on the tragedy and 
strengthened the theory that Schaaf 
either had experienced injury pre- 
vious to the fight with Carnera or 
was not in first-class. condition 
prior to entering the ring, possibly 
from the effects of recent influ- 
enza. 

Attending Doctor Agrees. 

Pending further results of the 
autopsy, Dr. Byron Stookey, brain 
specialist who performed the oper- 
ation with the assistance of Dr. 
Harold Meeker, agreed that the 
conclusions of Dr. Norris “probably 
were correct.” 

Dr. Stookey, who previously at- 
tributed Schaaf’s condition to an 
injury received in the fight, ex- 
plained that the medical examiner 
had “the brain in his hands and 
alone is in position to tell what was 
in it.” 

Despite Dr. Norris’ statement, 
Dr. Benjamin M. Vance, who per- 
ormed the autopsy, signed a death 
certificate which said: 

“Cause of death: Cerebral hemor-

KANKAKEE, Iil., Feb. 14. — A 
crowd of farmers stopped mortgage 
foreclosure proceedings in the Kan- 


kakee County court house today 
and forced a master of chancery 
and an attorney for the Federal 
Joint Stock Land Bank of St. Louis 
to agree to their terms. 

Stopping an action against James 
Mulligan, aged farmer, near Essex, 
the crowd, which was estimated at 
500 persons, milled around the 
court house and obtained a two- 
year moratorium on payments on 
the mortgage. 

The agreement reached also 
brought a reduction from 7 to 5 per 
cent in interest on Mulligan’s mort- 
gage and a reduction of the prin- 
cipal from $6000 to $5000. Mulligan 
agreed to return to the bank the 
$435 stock he held. 

H. H. Wheeler, the master of 
chancery, and C. D. Henry, attorney 
for the bank, were taken by the 
crowd to the Sheriff's office, where 
an extended long-distance telephone 
conversation was held with bank 
officials at St. Louis. Both Wheeler 
and Henry live here. 

Fred Winterrath acted as spokes- 
man for the farmers and said they 
had assembled at the court house 
“to prevent the sale unless the hold- 
er of the mortgage agrees to our 
terms.”

No charges were 
preferred against Carnera and it 
was indicated no indictments would 
be sought, inasmuch as there was 
no “intent to kill” involved. 

Daly late today completed his in- 
vestigation into the circumstances 
surrounding the death of Schoof, 
and said that, although no evi- 
dence of criminal negligence had 
been found, final decision would be 
reserved until the formal report 
of the medical examiner.

REPLACE SALOON 


English Poet Laureate Deplores 
Absence of Song and 
Laughter in U. S.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 14. — 
John Masefield, poet iaureate of 
England, says “speakeasies can 
never take the place of the old- 
fashioned saloon.” 

The poet, here for a lecture, re- 
called in an interview how he 
worked as a “bartender’s assistant 
in New York City many years 
ago,” and added: 

“The saloon was not sordid, its 
great drawback was being linked 
with the sordid side of life. That 
is all. When the saloon was  de- 
stroyed in this country there was 
nothing to take its place. No sing- 
ing and laughing. In a speakeasy 
you would not expect to find mer- 
riment. You gulp your drink in 
the hope of getting it down before 
the raid comes.” 

Masefield said he was not speak- 
ing from experience—that he had 
“never been in a speakeasy.” 


OWNER OF 240-ACRE FARM 
MOVES TO COUNTY POORHOUSE 


Unable to Make Living at Present 
Prices, He Takes the 
Pauper’s Oath. 

MONTGOMERY, Ko., Feb. 14.— 
Isom Gardner, owner under a life- 
time trust of a 240-acre farm, has 
taken up his residence in the coun- 
ty poorhouse here because, he said 
he could not make a living from 
the farm with prices for agricul- 
tural commodities low as they are 
at present. 

He took the pauper’s oath and 
made an agreemefit with Mont- 
gomery- County whereby he will 
live at the poorhouse, and be pro- 
vided with food, clothing and oth- 
er requirements, while the county 
will receive all rents from the 
farm, after taxes are paid. 

Gardner, 75-year-old widower 
and a former Collector of Mont- 
gomery County, once lived on the 
farm but in recent years had been 
renting it to'tenants. Under a trust 
established by relatives he was to 
have lifetime possession of the 
farm. Gardner, in his application 
to the county court for admission 
to the poorhouse, said that be- 
cause of his advanced age he no 
longer was able to work on the 
farm himself.

ZODIACAL LIGHT VISIBLE 
ON CLEAR MOONLESS EVENINGS 


Webster Groves Astronomer De- 

Describes Faint Illumination 

In Western Sky. 

With clear skies, the zodiacal 
light, a faint illumination* in the 
west should be visible to St. Louis- 
ans for several weeks on moonless 
evenings after twilight, according 
to J. Wesley Simpson, Webster 
Groves astronomer, who reports 
having seen the light on several 
evenings recently. February is the 
most favorable month for observa- 
tion of the light in this region. 

Simpson observed the zodiacal 
light as a faint yellowish glow, 
roughly pyramidic in form, with 
the base of the pyramid about 15 
degrees wide and the apex at a 
point about 50 degrees above the 
horizon. The generally accepted ex- 
planation of the phenomenon is that 
it is light of the sun reflected from 
a cloud of dust particles shaped 
like a bi-convex lens, in the region

CUT IN BALTIMORE 
FOR SMALL USERS 


Basic Charge for First 50 
Kilowatt Hours Reduced 
to 5 Cents—Saving of 
$550,000 to Public. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 14.— Agreeing 
to the proposed new electric sched- 
ule of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, the Consolidated Gas, Electric 
Light & Power Co. of Baltimore 
yesterday began making read)just- 
ments, especially for the small con- 
sumer. before the rate goes into ef- 
fect June 1. 

The new schedule calis for a pri- 
mary rate of 5 cents for the first 
50 kilowatt hours in place of the 
6.72 cents charged for the first 2 

kilowatt hours. The secondary and 
tertiary rates remain unchanged 
for additional hours. 

“This reduction is aimed,” said 
Charles M. Cohn, vice-president of 
the company, “at the small domes 
tic consumer, the ‘forgotten men’ in 
previous reductions.’ 

Cohn said the company felt, “in 
| view of a decrease of about $1,000- 
000 in our revenue last year and a 
similar prospect in store for the. 
coming year that from an economic 
gtandpoint we could not make the 
reduction. The commission, how- 
ever, insisted on looking at the 
question from a human rather than 
economic view and we capitulated.” 

Three major results of the new 
schedule were named by Harold E, 
West, chairman of the Public Sere 
vice Commissioner, as a reduction 
of about $550,000 in the rates for 
electricity, no advances in_ rates 
charged now to the companys cus 
tomers, and the benefit to the small 
‘consumer using 50 kilowatt hours 
a month or less

| If the world is to secure economic

“In any and every appointment 
or removal to be by us made to or 
from the police force, we will in no 
case and under no pretext appoint 
or remove any policeman or officer 
of police, or other person under us, 
on account of the political opinions 
of such policeman, officer or other 
person, or for any other cause or 
reason than fitness or unfitness of 
such person, in the best judgment 
of us said commissioners, for the 
place to which he shall be appoint- 
ed or from which he shall be re- 
moved.” 

Igoe, Lambert and Phelan were 
in Jefferson City yesterday, when 
the Senate in executive session con- 
firmed the four appointments, with- 
out opposition or extended discus- 
sion. Priest; recovering from a re- 
cent iliness, did not go to the capi- 
tal. Mayor Miller, who is ex-officio 
fifth member of the board, has not 
been active in its affairs.

He Would Have Authority

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 14.—A 
long step toward making the Gov- 
ernor a real executive head of the 
State government ingtead of a fig- | 
urehead, relatively speaking, will 
be taken in the administration's 
legislative program, the larger part 
of which will be forced to passage 

by Senate and House leaders. 
Contrary to generai opinion, the 
Governor now has little power over 


administration of affairs of the | 
State. His appointive authority is 
supreme except in those depart- 
ments under the control of other 
elective officials, but once appoint- 
ments are made of bureau and de- 
partment heads, his hands are vir- 
tually tied. 

It is proposed in the measures 
Gov. Park has caused to be intro- 
duced and in some others that have 
not yet received the Governor's 
public approval, to give him abso- 
lute power to remove any officer | 
appointed by the Governor without 
assiznment of any reason. 

In an effort to avoid dominance 
of political influence in more im- | 
portant departments the terms of | 
members were fixed to overlap ad- 
ministrations, and in several cases 
a Governor failed to have his own 
appointees in a majority on boards 
until near the close of his adminis- 
tration. This was true in the Board 
of Agriculture, the Public Service 
Commission, and the Highway Com- 
mission. 

How Governor Is Limited. 

An incoming Governor has found 
that he could appoint only four of 
the 16 members of the Board of 
Agriculture, the remaining 12 ap- 
pointed by his predecessors holding 
over.

Centralization Trend. 

Through consolidation of depart- 
ments there will be a strong trend 
toward centralization of many ac- 
tivities which have been scattered, 
bringing many of them under more 
direct control of the Governor. 
Through the new legislation the 
Governor can remove any executive 
appointed officer or board member 
at pleasure. 

It has occurred many times that a 
Governor has found that he had 
erred in appointments, but he could 
not remove the incompetent or oth- 
erwise undesirable officials without 
preferring charges against them 
and giving them a formal hearing. 
Usually the Governor has refused to 
do this because of the stigma that 
would attach to the man, or because 
of the difficulty in proving exact 
charges. 

No member of the Highway Com- 
mission could be removed except 
after a formal hearing on charges 
preferred by a fellow-commissioner 
or by the Chief Engineer of the 
Highway Department. It never oc- 
curred, and probably never would 
occur, that one member of the 
commission would prefer charges 
against another member, or that 
the Chief Engineer would prefer 
charges against a member of the 
board that appointed him. 

Sweeping Power of Governor. 

When the pending bills are passed, 
as undoubtedly they will be, Gov. 
Park can, if he desires, immediate- 
ly remove from office the entire 
membership of the Public Service 
Commission or the Highway Com- 
mission, and appoint commission- 
ers of his own choosing.

Japanese Diet Approves Record 
Budget of §$480,300,000.

TOKIO, Feb. 14.—The Diet by 
a standing vote today approved the 
largest budget in the history of 
the nation, totaling  2,239,000,000 
yen about $§$480,300,000). Only 
three proletarians among the 
some 450 members dissented. The 
measure now goes to the House of 
Peers. 

The size of the budget was pri- 
marily due to the demands of the 
army and navy, to which appro- 
priations totaling $172,410,000 are 
allotted. This is more than $21,- 
000,000 larger than the estimated 
income from taxation. 

It is proposed that $39,100,000 be 
spent for another year’s military 
campaigns in Manchuria. For new 
arms and munitions for the army 
‘and navy, an allotment of $44,- 
100,000 is made. 

The increased military expendi- 
tures are intended primarily to put 
teeth in the Governments an- 
nouncement that it will defend the 
State of Manchul:uo. 


Japan to Demand China Evacuate 
Jehol Province.

PEIPING, China, Feb. 14.—UlItl- 
matums demanding withdrawal of 
Chinese troops from Jehol have 
been prepared for delivery very 
soon to Chang Haeuh-liang, the 
Chinese commander, to the Gover- 
nor of Jehol Province, and to the 
Nanking Government, the Japanese 
Legation revealed today.

Usually fatali- 
ties have resulted from concus- 
sion following the striking of the 
victims head in falling against 
the floor or a ring post, or from 
poor physical condition. 

Luther McCarthy, at the height 
of his career in 1913 was killed 
by Arthur Pelkey in the ring at 
Calgary, Canada—but heart trou- 
ble was responsible. 

In a bantam championship 
fight with Frankie Neil, title 
holder, at San Francisco, Harry 
Tenny was knocked to the floor 
so hard, in the fourteenth round 
of their battle, that he died next 
day. That was in 1906. 

They blamed Jess Wiliard’s 
“terrific punch” for the death in 
1913 of Bull Young in California, 
but the ring floor contributed as 
much to the fatality as Willard’s 
mighty right. 

Con Riordan wasn't in good 
shape and he died from the ef- 
fects of a bout with Bob Fitz- 
simmons more than 30 years ago. 

Frankie Jerome had organic 
weakness when he died after a 
fight with Buddy Taylor, a com- 
paratively light hitter, back in 
1924, 

A fatality said to have been 
due to exhaustion and improper 
conditioning occurrce”@ in this city 
two years ago in an amateur 
bout. 

Considering the many fights 
that are held. and the severe na- 
ture of the shocks sustained by 
vital organs, the heart and brain 
especially, ring fatalities are al- 
most negligible, when the toll 
levied by other sports is consid- 
ered.

What Happened to Schaaf. 


TICS who prejudged the 

rnera-Schaaf fight a fake 
before it was fought and who 
shouted “I told you so” when 
Schaaf went to the floor from 
a light blow in what seemed to 
be a weak attempt to simulate 
a knockout, are today realizing 
that things are not always what 
they seem. That Schaaf had been 
seriously hurt was evident in the 
dressing room after the bout: 
but how and when are even now 
not determined. One physician 
thought the brain injury might 
have been due to the cumulative 
effect of several blows, no single 
one of which was in itself formid- 
able enough to have seriously 
damaged Schaaf. 

Fighters have been known to 
collapse several rounds after the 
punch or punches which did the 
real damage were landed. But 
with sO many experienced ob- 
servers around ringside at the 
Carnera fight, none thus far has 
pointed out any blow or blows 
landed during the fight that were 
of such nature as to damage a 
sturdy man like Schaaf. 

There remains one other sug- 
gestion—namely, that Schaaf was 
su..ering from injuries or illness 
incurred prior to the fight. 
The physical examination before 
the bout seems to preclude that.

Schaaf Had Had the Flu. 


T may be pointed out. how- 

ever, that Schaaf had had the 
flu a short time previous to the 
fight and this may have figured 
in the accident. But while it 
might account for his lack of 
snap and pep, it still seems to 
fall short of contributing to such 
a thing as a blood clot. 

It is possible that in some pre- 
vious fight, the knockout by Po- 
reda or the near-knockout by 
Max Baer at Chicago, he may 
have suffered a slight concussion 
that contributed to his collapse 
last Friday. 

You 
will remember he was knocked 
down three seconds before the 
end of the fight.

ARNERA, although he has 
steadily progressed in three 
vears, seems to be having a hard 
time convincing critics that he is 
a fighter and not a faker. 
Although the huge athlete ap- 
parently has done all that could 
be asked, before each fight the 
same whispering campaign is 
heard. “It’s in the bag” is the 
grapevine view. 


But while there are some 


things unsavory about his man- 


agement, favoring facts are in- 
escapable. He has worked hard 
to improve himself, has always 
kept himself in splendid condi- 
tion and has never entered the 
ring in this country otherwise 
than fit. 

He has shown “hat he is not a 
mere clown or circus exhibit by 
beating many of the second rat- 
ers, and some among the first 
ten of the world’s heavyweight 
hopes. 

He has never sidestepped any 
opponent and he has always been 
willing to fight anyone and on a 
percentage basis. On the contrary, 
when Schmeling was champion 
he broke a contract in order to 
avoid meeting Carnera. 

He has shown that he has cour- 
age by getting up off the floor 
in the fourth to last out 15 
rounds against Jack Sharkey; 
and also by meeting and defeat- 
ing Jim Maloney in Miami, de- 
spite several fractured ribs and 
using only his left hand.

2. Bid a five-card suit headed by 
the queen if there is a king in the 
hand; or a five-card suit to the 
jack if there is a primary trick in 
the hand in obvious re-entry form: 
an ace or two kings or a king and 
a Q J x holding. 

These are weakness takeouts. 
With stronger hands it is not nec- 
essarily advisable to bid a weak 
five-card suit, in fact you will gen- 
erally gain by raising in no trumps 
when the hand fulfills the require- 
ments already set forth for such 
raise. This will be discussed in a 
later article. 

The Re-entry for the Suit. 

With weak responding hands the 
main difficulty, when the eventual 
contract is in no trumps, is how to 
bring in the small cards of the suit 
after it has been cleared. That is 
why it is important to have a prob- 
able entry card to foil the efforts 
of the enemy to shut out the suit 
by holding off the first and second 
rounds with their high card or 
cards. When the suit is headed by 
the ace or king, that honor is 
likely to be the entry itself. De- 
clarer probably has the other one 
of the two top honors and two 
small cards and can concede the 
first trick. He will bring in the 
suit by winning the second round 
in his hand and the third with 
dummy’s high card, unless the 
enemy's holdings are divided 4-1. 

Holding only A x, K x or Q x x, 
there is the probability that he will 
be so strong in the other suits that 
he can regard dummy’s long suit as 
merely a convenience for stopping 
that sult, and develop his main play 
in one or more of the other sults. 
By refraining from touching the 
suit, he may compel the enemy to 
retain their protective honor and 
its guards, and so embarrass them, 
or one of them, as discards become 
necessary. These will at least be 
playing points in his favor if he is 
strong enough to take the bidding 
to three no trumps after a warning 
rebid of the suit. In a contract of 
three in the suit, the re-entry ques- 
tion does not arise. 

A sad lonely’ queen cannot be 
trusted to be the re-entry for its 
own little “x”-s; you need at least 
a king in the hand to serve as 
probable re-entry after the oppo- 
nents have held off with their king 
or ace until declarer has no more 
of the suit to lead, or is blocked. 
If he is strong enough to insist on 
three no trumps after the rebid 
warning, he is pretty sure to hold 
the ace to the dummy’s king, so 
there will not be much doubt about 
that card for ultimate entry pur- 
poses. 

A miserable suit headed by the 
jack must have an ace with it or 
else two likely entry cards some- 
where in the hand, and even so is 
likely to serve only as a stopper in 
the suit, not likely to develop low- 
card tricks unless the opening bid- 
der’s hand has good support for it 
—~A xxx, A Qx. In that event 
he is likely to go to three no 
trumps over the admonitory rebid, 
and will then have a fine chance 
of making four tricks in the suit 
even with only an ace to bring it 
in, Also when the responding hand 
holds an ace, he can trust the 
opener for a powerful hand if he 
disregards warnings and contracts 
for game in no trumps not knowing 
that the dummy will supply an ace.

Scorch Stains. 

Scorch stains can be removed in 
any one of three ways, advises the 
Bureau of Home Economics at 
Washington. If the stain is light, 
soap and water will remove it. The 
second way is to wet the spot with 
water and expose to the sun for a 
day, longer if necessary. The third 
is to place a cloth wet with hydro- 
gen peroxide over the stain. Next 
place a second cloth, a dry one, 
over the two layers and iron with 
a medium warm iron.

LL of the désigning men and 
women of Paris—and America, 
too—are busy indorsing checks.

Palpitation of the Heart 


EW common sensations are as 
F disturbing to the average person 
as palpitation of the heart. 


In palpitation the individual be- 
comes acutely aware of the beating 
of his heart, and this awareness is 
at times sufficjently distressing to 
cause the patient to suspect that he 
has heart disease. 


The normally contracting heart | 


is a vigorously beating organ. Every 
time the heart contracts it does so 
with sufficient force to expel a con- 
siderable volume of blood. 


In addition, the heart rotates and 
twists about in the chest with suf- 
ficient force to deliver a vigorous 
blow against the chest wall. 

Every one can observe this for 
himself by placing the tips of his 
fingers in the region of the heart 
apex on the left side of the chest. 

Ordinarily, however, one remains 
quite oblivious of this rather vig- 
orous impact. 

This lack of awareness on the 
part of the individual of the impact 
of his heart against his chest wall 
is akin, for example, to one’s fail- 
ure to hear the tick of a clock to 
which one has become accustomed. 

Awareness of the heart beat, or 
palpitation, usually arises when the 
heart is sped up in its contrac- 


tions and when perhaps its thrusts 
are a little more forceful. 

This change in the heart beat and 
possibly, too, in its force of con- 
traction, implies a change. of 
rhythm that calls the attention of 
the individual to his heart. 

Palpitation often follows strenu- 
ous muscular effort, but usually 
subsides promptly when the extra 
demands made on the circulatory 
system stop. : 

In certain disease conditions of 
the heart, however, palpitation may 


persist, since the heart is required 
to increase the rate of its contrac- 
tions as well as its force, in order 
to maintain an effective circulation 
of the blood.
